Late Canon Williams of Toronto Was 
Famous For Informal Weddings.

Food and Drink May Become Danger- | 
ous Purveyors of Disease. | 
Scrupulous neatmess should always 
be observed in keeping, bandling and 
serving food. If ever cleanliness jg de- 
sirable it must be-in the things we eat, | 
and every cure should be taken to in-) 
sure it for the sake of bealth ag well | 
as of society. 

Cleanliness in this counection means 
not only absence of visible dirt, but 
fréedom from undesirable bacteria and | 
other minute .organisms and from | 
worms and other parasites. If food, 
raw or cooked, is kept io dirty places, 
peddied from dirty carts, prepared in | 
dirty rooms and in dirty dishes or ex- | 

| posed ‘to foul air, disease germs- and | 
‘other ggfensivre and «dangerous sub- 
etances can easily get in. : 

Food and drink may, in fact, be very 
dangerous purveyors of disease. The 
bacteria of typhoid fever sometimes 
find their way into drinking water, and 
those of typhoid and scarlet fevers and 
diphtheria Into milk afid bring sickness’ 
and death to hirge nombers of people. 

Oysters which are taken from the 
sal€ water where they grow and “float: | 
ed” for a short time in brackish water 
near the mouth of a stream have been 
known to be infected by typhoid fever 
germs brought into the stream by the 
sewage from houses. i 

Celery or lettuce grown in soll ¢os- 
taining typhoid germs has been thought 

to convey this disease,

Francois Blanc, an ex-convict from

Francois Blanc ts one of the most re- 
markable of all soldiers of fortune. Of 
his early history little js known. He 

as seized by the authorities of Hom- 
abe for baving made fraudulent use 
of the telegraph in relation to stock 
exchange news received from Paris. 
His method was one of the very oldest 
—namely, the corruption of the em- 
ployees. It seems that at this time the 
German law did not precisely cover 
this species of swindling, and he and 
his twin brother escaped With a sen- 
tence of seven months, 

Francois Blanc was not discouraged. 
He had accumulated 100,000 francs, 
and with that sum he established the 
Kursaal at Homburg. The Kursaal 
flourished, and Blane might have gone 
on theré to the realization of his am- 
ditions but for the national sentiment 
he was shrewd enough to foresee. 
Blanc realized that the time was not 
far distant when the German people 
would put down the gort of gambling 
in which he was engaged, so he began 
to look about for some new country in 
which to set up his temple of fortune. 
j On the coast of the Mediterranean, 
between the kingdoms of France and 
Ttaly, there was a little independent 
‘principality, It was not more than 
two miles and a quarter long and bard- 
‘Jy three-quarters of a mile wide, but tt 
‘was an independent kingdom, with an 
old and royal house. 
| Charles IIL was the reigning prince, 
jpat bé was a tattered monarch, and bis 
court was a beggarly make belleve. Ip 
\his desperate situation it is said he ap- 
plied.to a shrewd Parisian for counsel, 
jwho advised him to set up gaming ta- 
bles and thereby “ruin other people's 
subjects since you have already ruined 
‘your own.” 
jy Charles III. followed that pregnant 
advice. He sold a gambling concession 
fn tbe principality to two adventurers, 
Daval and Lefevre, These men bullt 
the casino, but their venture was not 
particularly successful. They asserted 
that Charles’ avarice could not be satis- 
fied, and when Francois Bianc arrived 
on the Mediterranean, around 1860, he

to be the remains of a patrician villa. 
Antium was a fashionable seaside re- 
sort of the ancient Romans, and Nero 
bullt a sumptuous villa there. 

Discoveries like these, said a life- 
long student of Roman antiquities, 
make one realize how little the world 
has changed in habit or achievement 
since the days of the Caesars. Take 
the matter of water supply and baths.
